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DETAILED ACTION 

Applicants' Preliminary Amendment, filed 3/26/02, has been entered. 
Note that by Rule 1.126, the claims designated claims 2*10, have been re- 
numbered claims 21-29. 

Election/Restrictions 
Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 21-26, drawn to methods for determining whether a gene of 
interest has an effect on the progression of human prostate cancer 
using an immune deficient mouse, classified in class 800, subclass 3, 8, 
9, 10, 13, 14, 18; class 424, subclass 9.2, 93.21, for example. 

II. Claims 27-28, drawn to genes identified by methods utilizing an 
immune deficient mouse, classified in class 536, subclass 23.1, for 
example. 

III. Claim 29, drawn to a method for impairing the progression of human 
prostate cancer by transduction of human prostate cancer cells in vivo, 
classified in class 424, subclass 93.2, 93.21; class 435, subclass 325, for 
example. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 
Inventions I and III are mutually exclusive and independent methods. The 
methods for determining if a gene of interest has an effect on the progression of 
human prostate cancer using an immune deficient mouse is not required for the 
implementation of the method for impairing the progression of human prostate 
cancer by transduction of human prostate cancer cells in vivo of Invention III, and 
vice versa. Furthermore, each of the methods requires a materially different and 
separate protocol. 
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Inventions I and II are related as process of making and product made. The 
inventions are distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (l) that the 
process as claimed can be used to make other and materially different product or (2) 
that the product as claimed can be made by another and materially different 
process (MPEP § 806.05(f)). In the instant case the gene of Invention II can be 
identified by a different method, such as in vitro screening using prostate cancer 
cell lines. 

Inventions II and III are related as product and process of use. The 
inventions can be shown to be distinct if either or both of the following can be 
shown: (l) the process for using the product as claimed can be practiced with 
another materially different product or (2) the product as claimed can be used in a 
materially different process of using that product (MPEP § 806.05(h)). In the 
instant case the genes identified by the method of Invention II can be used to 
produce transgenic or knockout mice to examine gene function. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art because of their recognized divergent subject 
matter, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper.
